man troops at a Hit er birthday 
parade, it was not more precise 
than the easy swinging step of the 
rmy task force crack drill com- 
panies here. 


The American boys, brought up 


in knickers and scuffed shoes, not 
Hitler youth uniforms, 
marched 


like veterans. Browned, tough from 
months of hitting the dirt in battle 
maneuvers, they looked equal to 
anything ever put in the field. 


Sturdy, well armed M-3 tanks 


which smashed 
over 
barricades 


and 
flattened 
oil 
auto 
hulks 
like tin cans still looked like easy 
targets, cpmpared 
with German 


tanks of similar weight which pre- 
sented a much lower silhouette. 
The six-ton Army rubber pon-

Allied Cause Is 
Cause of Youth 
Also, Says FDR 


—Washington 


Washington, Sept. 3 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Roosevelt told young people 
of all the world today that German 
Nazis, Italian Fascists, and Japa- 
nese militarists have nothing to of- 
fer but death while "the cause of 
the United Nations is the cause of 
youth itself." 


His words were broadcast inter- 


nationally and were 
directed to 


young men and women in the Unit- 
ed Nations and in Axis nations and 
Axis-dominated lands as well. 


The president's immediate aud- 


ience was the International Student 
Assembly, gathered in Washington. 


The cause of the United Nations, 
Mr. Roosevelt declared, is "the 
hope of the new generation — and 
the generations that are to come- 
hope for a new life that can be 
lived in freedom, and justice, and 
decency." Ho added: 


"This fact is becoming clearer 


every day to the young people of 
Europe, where the Nazis are try- 
ing to create youth organizations 
built on the Nazi pattern. It is a 
pattern devised by Hitler and im- 
posed upon youth by a form of 
mental forcible feeding — a diet of 
false facts, distortions, and prohi- 
bitions — all backed up by the guns 
of the Gestapo." 


Throughout the world, men 
in 


America's fighting forces were lis- 
tening to their commander in chief. 
Much of the address was directed 
specifically to them and he gave 
assurance that "we here at home 
are supremely conscious of 
our 


obligations to you," now and in the 
future, and "we will not let you 
down." 


The United Nations, Mr. Roose- 


velt asserted, have the technical 
means, physical resources, 
cour- 


age, vision and will required 
to 


build and sustain the kind of world 
order which alone, he said, 
can 


justify youth's sacrifices now. 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke from 
the 


White House and some three score 
delegates to the Internationl Stud- 
ent Assembly were seated Ijefore 
him. Midway in his address he de- 
livered what he termed a special 
message to our fighting men wher- 
ever they may be. 


"You know," he said, "that the 


road which has led you to the Solo- 
mon Islands, or to the Red Sea, or 
to the coast of France, is in fact 
an extension of Main street, and 
that when you 
fight, 
anywhere 


along that road, you are fighting 
in the defense of your own homes, 
your own free schools, your own

Action Slump 
in Pacific War 


—War in Pacific 


By The Associated Press 
A mysterious slump in Japanese 


aerial strength in the southwest 
Pacific, coupled with the continued 
withdrawal of enemy invasion ar- 
mies in China, renewed specula- 
tion today that Japan was prepar- 
ing to spring a big-scale attack 
elsewhere in the Pacific. 


Russia's 'back door" in Siberia, 


India and even the United States 
have been cited as likely objectives 
for new Japanese offensive. 


The apparent withdrawal or di- 


minishing of Japanese air power 
in the southwest Pacific was rc- 
fleclSd in a communique from Gen. 
Douglas MacArlhur's headquarters 
reporting that allied fliers were un- 
challenged by enemy planes in at- 
tacks on two big Japanese bases. 


A spokesman for Gen. MacArthur 


said he had no explanation for the 
recent lack of Japanese aerial ac- 
tivity, but it was apparent that 
any 
major 
Japanese 
offensive 


would call for the marshaling of 
all available air power. 


A United Nations communique 


said land-based American bombers 
ranged far out over the Pacific to 
attack the naval and air base at 
Buka, at the northern tip of the 
Solomon Islands. No interception 
was noted, it added significantly. 


Again the enemy failed to inter- 


cept when fast United Slates me- 
dium bombers — the B-26 type 
known as Marauders — attacked 
the Japanese airdrome at 
L a e, 
New Guinea. 


On the China war front, Japan's 


invasion armies abandoned another 
key point in their apparently vol- 
unlary retreat from hard-won ter- 
ritory as Chinese dispatches re- 
ported the recapture of the impor- 
tant highway and river center of 
Lupao, 25 miles northwest of Can- 
ton. 


High Chinese officials have re- 


peatedly insisted thai it was mere- 
ly a queslipn of time before Japan 
atlacked Siberia and lhal tens of 
thousands of Japanese troops with- 
drawn from the China campaign 
were massing along the Siberian 
frontier in Manchukuo. 


Meanwhile, the Chinese h i g h

outskirts of Kinhwa, one of the 
last Japanese-held

man 
assault 
against Stalingrad 


from the northwest stood checked 
at the very approaches to the Volga 
city today, but to the southwest 
the Red army again recoiled be- 
fore the massed tanks which drove 
a menacing wedge into the 
most 


stubbornly defended positions. 


Both the noon communique and 


field dispatches announced a furth- 
er retreat in this vital sector, while 
400 miles to the southwest a similar 
retreat was made by the Soviet 
forces defending the 
Black 
sea 


naval base of Novorossisk. 


A, dramatic battle was reported 
northwest of Stalingrad where 
a 


Russian 
anti-aircraft 
battery 


leveled its guns against 50 German 
tanks charging into the approach- 
es to the city and stopped them 
until reinforcements arrived. 


The newspaper Izvestia said that 


German planes dive-bombed the 
northwestern approach to Stalin- 
grad after which tanks appeared 
suddenly and rushed toward a Rus- 
sian anti-aircraft battery. 


Swinging their guns to horizon- 


tal, the anti-aircraftmen halted the 
tanks, but two companies of Ger- 
man infantry trailing the machines 
closed in about the battery. 


Until nightfall the Russian gun- 
ners fought, wrecking 17 of 
the 


tanks, 
The battery exhausted its 
supply of shells, but the crews cap- 
tured a mortar and shells fromthe 
enemy and held on to their posi- 
tion through a night illuminated by 
rockets. They effectively blocked a 
German supply route and in the 
morning were relieved by tank and 
troop reinforcements. 


Almost continous air battles were 
reported 
raging 
over 
the 
ap- 
proat'Kes to Stalingrad. The Army 
newspaper Red Star said Russian 
airmen downed 23 enemy planes 
yesterday and damaged eight. 


Red Star said 200 tanks, several 


infantry divisions and large aerial 
and artillery formations had been 
assembled below Stalingrad 
and 


Soviet troops were forced back in 
several sectors under a mass as- 
sault. 


Hungarian and Rumanian 
divi- 


sions were said to be speeding east- 
ward to swell the ranks of the Nazi 
shock troops. 


Guns flamed through the night 


on the Stalingrad front and above 
Novorossisk, 
a provisional 
Red 


naval base on the Black sea, the 
mid-day 
communique 
disclosed. 


Bittery, the Russians fought to 
hold against intesified assaults. 


Defensive feats were emphasized 
by the communique. 


Soviet troops who recently fought 


their way back to the Kletskaya 
area to harass the Axis flank with- 
in the Don bend repulsed an attack 
by a German infantry regiment 
which was supported by 28 tanks, 
it said, adding: 


"Six enemy tanks were disabled 


and more than 200 Germans were 
killed and prisoners were taken." 


In all, the communique said, 40 


Nazi tanks were knocked out of 
action and it indicated more than 
1,200 Germans were killed in the 
newly reported 
actions 
on the 
southern battle fields. 


The German command expended 


14 German tanks and a battalion 
of infantry in four vain 
attacks 


upon a Soviet-held village below 
Stalingrad, but a new Russian with- 
drawal was forced in another sec- 
tor, it was announced. 


Four Red Army men among the 


thousands northwest of the arsenal 
city were officially credited with 
having killed about 50 
Germans 


with bayonets and hand grenades. 


Minor operations by scouts, Snip- 


ers and gunners were reported 
from the Leningrad front, 
where 
autumn is already in the air. 


(Berlin broadcasts said Stalin- 


grad was now within range of Ger- 
man big guns from the south, im-

a $4,500,000,000 post-war rebate to 
individuals. 


If the new program were en- 


acted, it would boost to approx- 
mately $14,000,000,000 the amount 
over and above 
existing taxes 
which the treasury would drain 
from national income. 


Total tax collections would 
be 


increased to approximately 
$30,- 


500,000,000 for full year's opera- 
tions, with $4,500,000,000 to 
be 


credited to individuals for 
post- 
war rebates. 


Presenting the plan personally to 


the Senate Finance committee, Sec- 
retary Morgeanthau said he was 
proposing a tax on consumer spend- 
ing 'which will reach into 
the 


lowest income groups 
above the 


level of bare subsistence and will 
provide high penalty rates 
for 
luxury spending." 


In addition, he urged a further 


lowering of the exemptions 
for 


the income tax applying to family 
income, involving a cut back to 
$500 exemption for an individual,

diers, that is, the "savaging" of 
.our young troops. That, of course, 
would pave the way for post-war 
savagery in our effort to change 
the world. 


Dr. A. H. Martin, of the Institute 


of Induslrial Psychology, Sydney, 
Australia, has called the turn on 
this proposition. He says soldiers 
into whom bloodlust and hatred are 
installed in training are likely to 
suffer from intellectual blackout. 
He approves the recent order by 
British army commanders that the 
use of strong language in attempts 
to produce blood-lust and hate dur- 
ing battle training,must be stopped. 
There's no doubt of the danger 


of trying to savage troops. Hatred 
is one of the most unbalancing of 
primitive emotions. 
The 
soldier 


who is obsessed with it is the one 
likely to be killed, and the com- 
mander likewise afflicted would be 
unsuited for* leadership. 


I've seen a mighty lot of killing 
in war, and my experience is that 
with rare exceptions a soldier has 
a rather impersonal feeling in car- 
rying out his job. He dispatches 
his man as he would a dangerous 
animal which is threatening him. 


Now of course a soldier must be 
taught to kill, though he should be 
schooled to work coolly. He must 
understand that war lowers t h e 
value of human life. He must be 
drilled in every trick of killing, 
and be made tough in the face of 
death. But once he has it fixed in 
his mind that war means killing 
and 
perhaps 
being 
killed, 
he 


doesn't need hatred to steel his 
arm. 


As regards hatred, 
Dr. Martin 
says "we can very well stimulate 
higher mental processes which will 
help us win the war." If that is 
true, then it strikes me that the 
stimulation of cool and collected 
thought, rather than the hysteria 
due to unbridled hatred, will help 
us win the peace. It will help us 
help the other fellows get rid of 
the militaristic spirit which has 
been torturing the world. And right 
now is the time to begin to cultivate 
that idea.
